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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 21 -38 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claim 21, "as claimed in Claim 21" should be changed to -as claimed in Claim 

20". 

Claims 21-38, in preamble "An improved light distribution device" should be 
changed to -The improved light distribution device-. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, nnore than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

3. Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Endo et al. 
[US 5,064,276]. 

Regarding claim 20, Endo et al. disclsoes a light distribution device for a 
backlight module having a reflector mask [4D], multiple light sources [4B both sides] 
located above the reflector mask [4D], multiple optical films [3D, 3E], a diffuser plate [6] 
located above the light sources [4B], a liquid crystal display [3A - 3C] located above the 
optical films [3D, 3E], wherein each light source [4B] is spaced apart from an adjacent 
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light source; at least one light distribution device [4A] located on an upper surface of the 
reflector mask [4D], the at least one light distribution device [4A] located in the space 
between adjacent light sources [4B], the light distribution device [4A] being configured to 
both refract and diffuse light [cause by micro prisms 4b on its surface] originating from 
the light sources [4B] towards the diffuser plate [6] (figure 1, column 3 and column 4). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 21-38 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Claim 21 recites the light distribution device is formed as a solid stick structure, 
which is not disclosed or suggested by the prior art of record. 
Claims 22-38 are dependent on claim 21 . 

Response to Amendment 

6. Applicant's amendment and arguments with respect to new claims 20-38 have 
been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 
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Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Deloy [US 6,336,728] discloses a flat panel display light guide.
